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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 3-4, 7-9, 1 3, 16 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kugai etal. (6,699,619). 

Kugai et al. teaches in column 2, Example 1 , an anode comprising copper foil 
laminated with a sheet of metallic lithium foil [lithium metal] comprising a first layer 
comprising Li2S-SiS2-Li3P04 (thickness a) [protection layer] and a second layer 
comprising U3P04 (thickness b) [pretreatment layer Li3P04]. The thickness of the 
layers varies and are shown in Table 1 . Kugai et al. teaches in Table 1 that the 
thickness of layer b is 0.45 urn [4500 A] and that the thickness of layer a is 0.8 urn. 
[protection layer having a thickness between 1000 A and 50 urn]. 

3. Claims 1, 3-4, 7-9, 13, 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Kugai etal. (6,699,619). 

Kugai et al. teaches in column 2, Example 1, an anode comprising copper foil 
laminated with a sheet of metallic lithium foil [lithium metal] comprising a first layer 
comprising Li2S-SiS2-Li3P04 which was a target in an argon-gas atmosphere 
(thickness a) [pretreatment layer Li3P04] and a second layer comprising Li3P04 
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(thickness b) [protection layer]. The thickness of the layers varies and are shown in 
Table 2. Kugai et al. teaches in Table 2 that the thickness of layer a is 0.1 um [1000 A] 
and the thickness of layer b is 0.3 um [protection layer having a thickness between 
1000 A and 50 um] 

Allowable Subject Matter
